Queftion of this Nature ; for, if I do not forget, You 
have fomewhere adopted the Obfervation of the late Ear! 


of Hallifax, that it 1s unjaf to pre/s an Argument, which 


uts another Man in Painwhen Re goes to anfwerit. Now, 


as Ads of Parliament are certainly a Kind of Argument, | 


which cannot be anfweréd without putting @ Man in Pain, 


they ought not to be prefs’d upon us, according to this 
Doctrine. Betides, it hath been fully proved by my Br. 
ther irtters, that Bribery is not properly Corruption, when 
apply’d to good Ends ; that the Defeat of Men in Oppoi 
tian is a good End; and confequently that Bribery may 
be apply’d to that End, without invading the Freedom 
of EleGions. To This They have added another Argu- 
ment, which I think demonftrative againft you ; for They 


have obferved, with great Strength of Reafoning, that 


pecuniary Influence is not the only Species of corrupt In- 
fiucnce ; bat that every Thing ought to be equally deem’d 
Corruption, which tends in any Manner to byafs Men 


on one Side more than the other; fuch as Living and |

Argument ; tor it reduces you to this Dilemma; either 
to allow of al! Kinds of. Influence, or to allow of zone; 
and confequently that every Thing is, ftrictly f{peak- 
ing. Corruption, or there is no fuch Thing as Corruption 

at all. | 
But You have not confined yourfelf to thefe Points, 
Bs inconfittent with the Freedom of EleGions. You have 
ikewife contended that no Kind of Force ought to be em- 
Poyed upon thee Occafions, aud a violent Uproar 
about 
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~ about a Regiment of Soldiers, who were drawn up before 
’ -acertain Polling Place, and continued under Arms, during 


the Time of E/eGion. But it hath been already obferved 
that This was done, in order to preferve the Peace, and 
confequently the Freedom of Eleéions, not to invade it. 
Befides, this Argument is grounded intirely on the fame 
Claufe in the Bi// of Rights, which declares that all Elec- 
tions fhall be free, and therefore I muft defire to be excus’d 


'. taking any farther Notice of it. 


This is fufficient, as to the Manner of the late EleGions. 
Let us now fee what hath been faid, concerning the E- 
vent of them; and here, methinks, i¢ would have been 
politick in you to have been a little more filent ; for though 
you was manifeftly defeated in the Courfe of them, You 
began immediately to triumph, as if you had actually 
gain'd the Victory, and afferted with aconfident Air that 
the Senfe of the People had difcovered itfelf on your Side 
But in This you was compleatly anfwered by the learned 
Author of the Londoa Fournal, who diftinguifhed be- 
tween the Senfe of the People and People of Ms ; That 
is, between the uninform’d Multitude, whofe Heads are 
turn’d with ftrange romantick Notions of Liberty, and 
Thofe,; who have Sea/e enough to laugh at the Vanity of 
fich popuier, bat unthriving Opinions. 'Thele are the 
Men of Sea/e, who know the World, and ought to deter- 
mine the Sea/e of the People. 

You likewife boafted that not only the Body of the 
Pecple in general, but the principal Nobility and Gentry, 
of independent Fortunes, declared Themfelves on your 
Side. To prove this Affertion, You told us farther, with 
a moft infolent Oftentation, that your Party carried the 
Elections for moft of the Counties, as well as rich trading 
Tuwas, and great Corporations —To This I anfwer, 

1. It is well known that fome of the Nob:lity and 
Gentry are either Facobites, or Republicans their 
Hearts, whatever Affurances They may give to the con- 
trary; that others are actuated by Ambition, Di/appotnt- 
ment, or Revenge , and therefore it is reafonable to fup- 
pole that allof Them, who are fo defperate as to fly in 
the Face of Pewer, muft be influenced by fome or other 
hefe Motives. | 

2. As to the great trading Towns and Corporations, 
Experience fhews us that Mea/th naturally inclines Men 
to Sedition, and therefore it A no Wonder to fee many 
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of them infe@ted with the perver/e Humour of the Times, 
But I will venture to name one Man, who hath more In. 
tereft in fome of the riche Boroughs. and in moit of the 
poor ones, than all mug faGious Patriots put together; I 
mean the famous Mr. Henry Collet, whole Credit is fo 
generally known and acknowledged through the whole 
Kingdom, that it would be impertinent in Me to attempt 
any farther Proof, or Difplay of it. | 

3. Though I am ready to grant that moft of the Coun- 
ties, and too many of the great trading Towns have 
chofen Perfons to reprefent them, of different Princi- 
ples from what I could wifh; and thought the Werght 
of Metal, as it is called, may poffibly be on the /ame 
Side; yet This is a moft ridiculous Way of Reafoning, in 
the prefent Cafe. Suffragia non funt ponderanda, fed m- 


meranda; That is, in plain Englifh, We muf count Nofes, 


not Eftates. 


The next popular Topick, and very nearly ally’d to | 


the former, is the Independency of Parliament ; That is, of 
_ the feveral Branches of the Legiflature on each other; 

efpecially of the Houfe of Commons on the Crown. This 
is a Point, upon which You and your Corre/pondents have 
harangued with more than ordinary Vehemence for a Year 
or two paft, and feem to think that You have clinch’d the 


Nail, in your late Differtation upon Parties. But the mi-. 


aifterial Writers have expofed the Fallacy of your Argu- 
ments, upon this Head, as well as the other. ‘They have 
Mewn, in Defyance of Clamour and Calumny, that a 
proper Degree of Dependency is a great Promoter of that

<< yer fo numerous, ambitious, nece{fitous, wicked, or cor- 
«¢ rupt. We have no Reafon to apprehend that They will 


_ «ever be prevailed on to give up a@// our Liberties at 


<< once, or even to make any dangerous Conceffions of Power 
“ go the Crown. On the contrary, He hath proved 
that their very Ambition, Neceffsties and Corrupticn are the 
beft Securities to us that They will never come into /ucb 
Conceffions ; becaufe, as that excellent Writer argues, it 
will always be their Intereft to ee Crown under the 
fame Dependency to Them, which They are under to the 
Crown; and thus, /ays He, () ‘* this dreadful Majority 
“+ of needy and ambitious Tools are, by the Nature of rhis 
‘© Conffitution itfelf, at laft difciplined into a Set of bo- 
‘6 neff Men, that ferve both their King and Country, with- 
“< out Danger to either, perhaps with Advantage to both, 
“ as well as to Themfelves.” He goes ftill farther, and 
obferves (c), ‘* that thefe Men do at once fuftain the moft 
‘© confiderable Part of the Adminiftration, and form, or 


inform, the Majority 12 Perliament. *Tis Thefe, who 


‘< evidently compofe that Bond of Union, which is fo ef- 
‘< fentially neceflary to held thofe two Parts together, in 
‘* Purfuit of the common Good ; which They are, by this 
‘“< double Situation, the beft enabled to do; whilft, by 
‘their Pofs in the State, They are in a Capacity of 
“< perceiving moft diftinctly what are its Wants; and, b 
«* their Vores and Reafonings in the Senate, are moft capable 
“ of /upplying Them ; and are, at the fame Time, under 
‘« the evident Neceflity of doing both, in a proper Manner, 
‘© under the immediate Penalty of lofing the Honours and 
‘« Profits annexed to their feveral Charges. 

I have dwelt the longer on this Subject of Dependency, 
which our Author afterwards compares very juftly to the 
Crown-Wheel of a Clock, becaufe it is one of thofe Dac- 
trines, which you ftyle inconfiftent with the fir Principles 
of our Conftitution, and lay to the Charge of an honou- 
rable Gentleman, by whofe Direéion, or under whofe -

think’ myfelf obliged to fatisiy you as to that Point; 
though I believe the honourable Gentlemen 1s not afhamed 
of bemg thought the Patron of fuch Doctrines ; for I 
have the Pleafure to obferve that the great Chriftian 
Hero, who had firft the Courage to preach up this 
Do@trine of Dependency in Publick, hath been fince re. 
warded, in a very eminent Manner, for That and his other 
good Services. 
I fhall now proceed to the Coalition of Parties, which 
you have taken fo much Pains to eftablifh, but hath been 
jately exploded in an admirable Pamphlet, intitled, the 
Senfe of an Engiifoman, &c.—————Your Brother 
feems to think Himfelf very {mart upon this Piece, in his 
i2ft Paper ; and I could with, indeed, that the Author had 
been a little more cautious in fome of his Expreffions ; 
particularly with Regard to thofe Torres and Facobites, 
who have lately fold Themfelves for Places and Penjtons, 
becaufe it may difcourage others from following the fame 
Example, when They fee their old Acquaintance, who 
went before Them, treated in fo contemptuous and igno- 
minious a Manner, as the perfidious Betrayers of one Party, 
and the infgnificant, depending Tools of Another.

‘* That Luxury, aad confequently Corruption, begin with 
the People. 

‘‘ This Affertion upon many late Occafions, and in the 
moft Auguft Affemblies of Men, hath been maintained 
with all imaginable Art; and with fo great Succefs, as 
to unite a Majority of them, againft an ineffectual De- 
fign, to remove that pernicious Influence, which hath 
fo long been the Subject of juft Complaint ; let us there-

‘© The Luxury of any private Perfon, as diftinguifhed 

from Luxury in general, which is not an improper 

** {tinction, confifts ia that Kind of Expence, which is either

Cumftances, or ruining his Fortuze.

But Providence interpofed, took off Fiye/ch 
in the very Execution of his Defign, and preferved both the 
City and its hoary Protector.

So that the 
are naturelly prejudiced in your Fa- 
apt tO imagine, That Whoever writes acainf 
dow writes againft Lilerjy, again 
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painft the Jndependency of Parliament: Whereas the Truth 


is, you have, Satan-like, transtormed haan felf into an 
Angel of Light ; you have made ufe of the Principles of 
Liberty,to di/grace a Free Government ; you have laid dowa 
everlafting ‘Truths about the Conftitution, only to infinu- 
ate, that the Conftitution is in Danger, at a Time when

SPAIN PORTUGAT. 


HE Mifunderftanding, that has lately happened 

tween the Courts of Spairx and Portugal, is likely, it 
fvems, to be attended with very extraordinary Confequen- 
ces, his Portugueze Majefty appearing refolved to main- 
tain the Prerogatives of his Miniiter. 

As this Affair is reprefented in a very different Light 
by both Parties, it will be but Juftice to relate what each 
fays for themfelves. According to the Spaniards, it hap- 
pened thus: The Officers of Juftice were conducting a 
Criminal to Prifon, and happening to pafs near the Am- 
bafador’s Houfe, four of his Domefticks fally’d out, refcued 
the Prifoner, and giving him for fome Time San@uary in 
thar Floule, they at lait fent him away in his Excellency’s 
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Goverment, and the Ambaflador promifed to make 
tistaction by turning away his Servants; but initead of 
keeping his Word, he drove through the Town the next 
Day in Defiance, with the Fellows behind him. Upon 
this the Court was acquainted with the Affair, and his Ex. 
cellency’s Houfe invefted foon after, and all his Dome. 
fticks feiz’d, and committed to Prifon. His Excellency 
complained aloud againft this Treatment, and fent his 
Complaint to all the Foreign Minifters, but none of 


them would receive it, alledging that the Ambaflador him. 


felf was the firft Aggrefior. 

On the other Hand, according to the Portugueze Am- 
baffador’s Manifefto, the Affair happened thus.

‘< and that to convince him be was in Earnefe he bad /ent 
‘« bimthat Money.” We mentioned in our BEE, 
N° 07,4 very generous and popular Action of King Au- 
gufus, in ordering Count O flalinski's Baggage, which had 
fallen into the Hands of the Ruffians, and might have been 
claimed by him, to be diftributed amongtft the Soldiers : 
But we obferyed thereupon, that the Action would have 
been ftill more generous and popular had he ordered the 
whole to have been reftored to the Count ; in which he 
would have imitated the Famous Mark Anthony, who 
when his Friend A‘ncbarbus deferted from him to Augufeus 
Ca/ar, {ent all his Money and Eguipage after him; which 
unexpected Generofity ftruck acharbus fo, that it coft 
him his Life. Tho’ we cannot flatter ourfelves with Sra- 
niflaus’s having read that BEE, yet no Doubt he has read 
the Roman Hiftory, and it is more than probable that he 
had this very Inftance in his Eye, when he behaved in 
this Manner to the Palatine of Aycw : At leaft it is ve 
ry certain there never Was another Inftance of the like 
Generofity, fince that beforementioned of Mark Anthony, 
and every one muft own he has furpaffed King Augufus.
